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In consequence of the flourishing state of its business, 


the Fwo fei Lottary Headyuarters, situated at 20 Kung Yih Faung 
(QW i. ), Robison Road, O-0.L., recently formed some RO Sub- 
offices in the various extra-Settlement roads in the Western 
District, in sddjtion to the 11 existing in September, 19398 
(Vide Srecial Branch report dated 22/9/39). 

The principal promoter of the lottery is Yao Ah Ziang 
(#, fey 1 ), formerly a rotorious gembler in Nongkew District. 
He was recently joined by Li Siao Pao { uN Jd 4§, ), coniuctor of 
the Van Kung (AR 'e ) Gambling Den, 104 Ting Kong Li, off 
JousPield Road, 0.0.L., and Kao Ah Keng (774g), conductor 
of the Dah Sung +a Jf ) Gambling Den, 41 Heing Kong Li, 
Connaught Road, 0.0.L., and formerly a prominent conductor in 
Rwo Wei Lottory. It is reported that the trio at present 
share equally the profit obtained from the lottery. 

The lottery is being run on lines exactly similar to its 
original form. There are 3€ Chinese words in tho game 
corresponding to the 3e numbers in the game of roulotte. The 
two words wnich won prizes in the immediate two previous 
drawings are deleted thus leaving only 44 words open for stake. 
Winners receive prizes equaivalont, to thirty times the money 
they ataked. 

There are at present three drawings per day, the first 
drawing takes place at 12 noon, the 2nd at 5.30 pem. amd the : 
Srd at 10.30 p.m. The minimm stake is 5 coppers. 

All the stake papers. on which people write the sum of 
money and the word on which they bet, are collected by the 
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sub-of f ic esand submitted tc the Headquarters one hour before 
the drawing tates rlace. During this hour, the Headquarters 
calculnte so °7 to ascertain upon which of the 34 wor..s the 
least money is placed and this word will then be announced 258 
the word on which prizes are to be siven. 

The sub-officss pay 10% of the anount of stakos they 
receive, tc the Heaiquarters as remuneration. Each sub- 
office at present receives stakes amounting to approximitoly 
$e0.00 daily (three drawings). They habitually send, in 
aidition tec the 10% remuneration, one-third of the arount of 
stakes, leds $20.00, to the Headquarters and retain the ro~-ain- 
ing two-thirds.

Lane 470/9 Yu Yuen Road, and Kao Ah Kung rye. and 
Zee Ah Zu Sa PA, ), representatives of the gambling 
den conductore in the Weetern District, a permit authorizing 
all gambling dens in the above area to operate for a further 
period of two months with effect from August 1, was granted. 
The amount of daily protection fee, which every gambling

of April two Koreans named Li Kei-ko (Fx t }34) and Koh Kyo-ki 

( 3L 4 1% )visited a Chinese gambling den known as Ying Sung 

& Cos ( 8 $33) ) Jau-Ka-Tu ( & % i: ) and succeeded in 
obtaining the sum of $ 150 after having intimidated the operator. 
On May 2 these two Koreans together with two other Koreans naned 
Gen Ni-kyo ( 7, => jk ) and Kim Tan-chi (442 — ) visited the 
den on two occasions with the object of extorting money from the 
manager of the den but were unsuccessful owing to the absence of 
the manager. At 6 poem May 4, the four Koreans mentioned, all 

of whom were armed with pistols again visited the gambling den, 
arriving in a motor-car driven by a Japanese named Yeiichi 
Shimaya.e after having intimidated the attendants, they attempted 
to extort from the manager the sum of $ 500, but the manager 
succeeded in escaping from the scene on the pretext that he was 
going to obtain the required sum of money from a friend and 
ifmediately reported the matter to the Japanese Gendemarie 
stationed on Jessfield Roac. on receipt of the information 
members of the Gendeiarie rushed to the scene and effected the 
anrest of these offenders ie aes exception of a Korean. named 
Koh Kyo-ki who managed to suedeed—hrew escapee Enquiries revealed 
the Japanese named Shimaya had accompanied these Koreans 

but knowing that their intention was to commit a crime and 

he had not participated in ‘ees crime. He was later released. 
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Police, on May 21, and are now undergoing further investigation.. 
Further arrests were effected by the Military Police on May 
17, when four Japanese namely, Yasutaro Mantani, Torao Kurayoshi,

This order 
was issued at 12 noon May 24tn by one Ur. Kitaoka d if) ), 
Director of the Snanghai Municipal Administrative Cffice in 
tne Jessfield Area, tnrough the Chief of the Western Byanch 
Police Bureau of the above Office, 94 Jessfield Road. A 
translation of the order reads as follows:- 

° In order to maintain peace and order in the 
Western District, all existing gambling dens are hereby 
ordered to close from May 24tn pending re-organization.

A commission of $1,000 each fora period of ten days 
is paid for this permission, but because of the *unauthorizea”’ 
gambling dens operating at present, the Japanese Authorities 
have decided to re-organize them in order to ensure that only 


those who have paid the "fee" are allowed to functio 
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Realizing that numerous gambling houses have 
been operated in their defence sectors and conducted in @ 


more or less open manner, the local Japanese gendarmerie 


are reported to have recently decicea to withdraw all permits 
b ahich they formerly issued to these gambling dens. It is 
stated that this measure has for its main vubject to remove 
“any possible foreign criticism but it does not aim to 
suppress gambling compietely. 

A few dens will be specially permitted to carry 
on their business. They will be operated only by Japanese 
nationals, who will be protectec and assisted as much as
